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MINUTES 


OF  THE

Tuesday,  October  21,  1873. 

1.  The  Forty-Sixth  Anniversary  of  the  Pennsylvania  Baptist 
Genekal  Association  was  held  with  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Williamsport,  Pa.,  pursuant  to  appointment,  at  10  J  o’clock  P.  M. 

2.  The  Annual  Sermon  was  preached  by  Brother  B.  F.  Wood- 
burn,  of  Allegheny  City,  from  Bom.  8,  31 :  “  What  shall  we  then 
say  to  these  things  f  If  God  be  for  us,  who  can  be  against  us  ?” 
Brethren  Spencer  and  Pearson  assisted  in  the  services. 

8.  The  President,  Brother  Samuel  A.  Crozer,  called  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  to  order.  Brother  W.  R.  McNeil  led  in  prayer.  The 
President  addressed  the  body  in  words  of  encouragement  and 
earnest  exhortation. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Devotional  Exercises  was  appointed : 
Brethren  T.  E.  Clapp,  A.  J.  Furman  and  W.  R.  McNeil. 

5.  A  Committee  was  appointed  to  confer  with  a  Committee 
appointed  by  the  late  Sunday-School  Institute,  at  Lewisburg. 
Brethren  Geo.  Frear,  J.  G.  Walker,  W.  P.  Hellings,  S.  J.  Lusk 
and  A.  M.  Calkin,  were  the  Committee. 

6.  The  Committee  on  Devotional  Exercises  reported  in  part. 
Adjourn  at  12  M.,  and  meet  at  2  P.  M. 
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7.  The  following  committees  were  appointed  : 

On  Nominations — Brethren  W.  H.  Conard,  B.  Griffith,  and  W.  B.  Tolan. 
On  Enrolment — Brethren  G.  M.  Spratt,  J.  A.  Wagenseller,  and  J.  W. 
Evans. 

On  Obituaries — Brethren  D.  Spencer,  J.  E.  Chesshire,  and  Thos.  J. 
Hoskinson. 

On  the  Next  Session — Brethren  E.  W.  Bliss,  George  Cooper,  and  B.  D. 
Thomas. 

8.  A  Committee  was  appointed  on  Church  Building  Loan 
Fund,  consisting  of  Brethren  Thos.  J.  Hoskinson,  Wm.  B. 
Smith  and  E.  S.  Richards. 

Adjourned.  Brother  Cornwell  led  in  prayer. 


AFTERNOON. 

Association  convened,  as  ordered,  at  2  o’clock.  Sang  779th 
Hymn  of  Hymn  and  Tune  Book.  Brother  J.  Green  Miles  led  in 
prayer. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  for  the  Next  Session,  be 
instructed  to  act  jointly  with  similar  Committees  that  may  he  appointed  by  the 
Education  Society,  the  Ministers’  Union,  and  the  Sunday-School  Institute. 

10.  Ministers  and  brethren  present  were  invited  to  participate 
in  the  discussions. 

11.  Letters  were  received  from  the  following  Associations : 
Abington,  Beaver,  Bridgewater,  and  Philadelphia. 

12.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  reported.  The  report 
was  adopted.  (See  page  2.) 

13.  The  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Sunday-school  Institute,  reported  through 
Brother  Geo.  Frear,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Committee  from  the  late 
Sunday-School  Institute,  after  consultation  with  this  Committee,  offer  as  their 
report  the  following  recommendation :  That  hereafter,  at  each  annual  meet¬ 
ing,  nine  brethren  be  appointed,  who,  with  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Association,  shall  constitute  a  Sunday-School  Commission.  The  object  of  this 
Commission  shall  be  to  secure  more  effective  organization,  to  elevate  the  char¬ 
acter  of  the  instruction,  to  gather  the  statistics,  and  to  extend  the  mission  work 
of  Sunday-schools  throughout  the  State. 

In  furtherance  of  this  object,  the  Commission  shall  select  and  recommend  a 
Sunday-School  Missionary,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  the  General  Asso¬ 
ciation  ;  shall  direct  the  labors  of  said  missionary,  appoint  Sunday-School 
Institutes,  and  adopt  such  other  measures  as  may  be  deemed  expedient.  It 
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shall  make  arrangements  for  an  annual  gathering  of  the  Baptist  Sunday-school 
workers  of  the  State,  in  conjunction  with  the  meeting  of  the  General  Associa¬ 
tion.  The  Commission  shall  also  present  to  the  General  Association  at  its 
annual  meeting,  a  written  report  of  the  condition,  wants,  and  prospects  of  the 
Sunday-school  cause  throughout  the  State.

14.  A  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  appointed,  consisting  of 
E.  A.  Stone,  B.  D.  Thomas  and  Enos  Woodruff. 

15.  The  35th  item  of  last  year’s  Minutes,  relating  to  universi¬ 
ties  and  academies,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

16.  A  Committee,  consisting  of  H.  L.  Wayland,  R.  W.  Pearson 
and  J.  Gr.  Walker,  was  appointed,  on  the  coming  Centennial. 

17.  The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Brother  W.  M.  Web¬ 
ster,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  consider  the  expediency 
of  holding  a  Semi-Centennial  Celebration  of  Pennsylvania  Baptist  General 
Association,  by  raising  a  Memorial  Fund  of  $500,000,  to  be  appropriated  for 
the  further  endowment  of  Crozer  Institution,  Lewisburg  University,  or  as  a 
Sinking  Fund  of  the  Pennsylvania  General  Association,  or  whatever  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  may  deem  expedient. 

18.  The  Committee  on  Religious  Exercises  reported:  Ad¬ 
journ  at  5  o’clock  P.  M.,  and  meet  for  prayer  at  7J  P.  M. 
Meet  at  7J  for  business,  when  the  Report  of  the  Board  shall  be 
read,  and  followed  by  ten  minutes  speeches.  The  Report  was 
ordered  to  be  read  at  4  o’clock  this  afternoon. 

19.  Dr.  Wayland  introduced  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  return  their  hearty  thanks  to  Rev.  J.  L.  M. 
Curry,  LL.  D.,  of  Richmond,  Va.,  for  his  masterly  paper  on  “Church  and 
State,”  read  before  the  Evangelical  Alliance,  recently  meeting  in  New  York  ; 
and  that  we  affirm  our  enthusiastic  approval  of  the  sentiments  contained  therein. 

Adopted  unanimously. 

20.  The  nomination  of  the  Sunday-school  Commission  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  J7ominations. 

21.  The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  unanimously 
adopted : 

Whereas,  Baptists  have  always  stood  in  the  front  rank  of  those  advocating 
religious  liberty  and  the  entire  separation  of  Church  and  State  ;  and 

Whereas,  Certain  brethren,  known  as  Mennonites,  are  asking  a  home  in, 
our  land,  from  the  intolerance  and  persecution  of  foreign  governments, 
therefore 
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Resolved,  That  we,  the  Baptist  General  Association  of  Pennsylvania,  do 
hereby  extend  a  cordial  and  fraternal  welcome  to  such  brethren  to  our  land  of 
freedom . 

Resolved ,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  this  body  be  hereby  instructed 
to  forward  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  a  similar  officer  in  that  denomination. 

22.  The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Obituaries  was 
read  b}’  the  Chairman,  Brother  David  Spencer  : 

Your  Committee  on  Obituaries  report  that  during  the  year,  in  this  State, 
death  has  removed  many  from  our  Zion. 

A  number  of  Deacons,  warm  friends  of  our  Association,  men  “who  have 
purchased  to  themselves  a  good  degree  and  great  boldness  in  the  faith,’’  have 
entered  into  their  rest,  one  of  whom,  Brother  Martin  Bell,  of  Sabbath  Rest, 
a  Life  Director  of  our  Association,  we  specially  mention.  Many  others  in  the 
more  private  walks  of  Christian  life  have  died,  but  their  memories  are  associ¬ 
ated  with  our  work  for  God  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  their  influence  for 
good  survives  them. 

Nor  have  the  ranks  of  the  ministry  been  exempt  from  the  visits  of  the  Pale 
Messenger.  Names  that  were  printed  in  our  Minutes  a  year  ago  will  never  be 
there  again.  Among  these  servants  of  the  cross  we  make  mention  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

From  the  Abington  Association  one  has  been  taken,  Rev.  J.  J.  Owen, 
Pastor  of  the  Church  at  Carbondale.  Late  in  life  he  left  England,  and  after 
nearly  three  years  of  faithful  labor  in  this  country,  the  Master  suddenly  called 
him  home.  The  summons  came  to  him  on  a  Sunday  morning  in  the  pulpit, 
whence  he  was  carried  to  his  residence,  where,  without  a  word  or  struggle,  in 
the  evening  of  that  day,  with  the  sweat  of  toil  still  on  his  brow,  he  fell  asleep 
in  Jesus. 

Rev.  Rees  Davis,  of  the  Beaver  Association,  a  veteran  of  more  than  four¬ 
score  years,  a  preacher  of  the  Gospel  for  over  half  a  century,  has  also  been 
removed.  Though  not  in  the  active  pastorate  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  he 
was  honored  and  beloved  by  many  for  the  earnest  labors  and  devotion  to 
Christ  in  his  earlier  years.  Like  a  shock  of  corn  fully  ripe,  he  was  gathered 
into  the  heavenly  garner. 

The  Bridgewater  Association  reports  the  death  of  Rev.  Edward  Ashton, 
Pastor  at  Great  Bend.  A  missionary  of  our  General  Association,  he  had  been 
there  only  one  year,  and  in  his  early  departure  the  little  Mission  Church  of  that 
village  has  sustained  a  great  loss.  In  the  very  prime  of  life,  being  only  forty- 
five  years  of  age,  this  faithful  and  excellent  man  of  God,  laid  down  the  cross 
to  take  the  crown. 

The  Central  Union  Association  tells  of  another  hero  fallen — Rev.  A.  H. 
Folwell,  Pastor  of  the  Church  at  Radnor.  After  about  twelve  years  in  the 
active  ministry,  during  which  it  was  a  luxury  to  him  to  preach  the  Jesus  whom 
he  loved,  he  gradually  but  triumphantly  passed  down  through  the  valley,  and 
over  to  “the  glorified  shore.” 

The  North  Philadelphia  Association  also  has  been  visited,  and  Rev.  W.  M. 
Scott,  Pastor  of  the  Gwynedd  Church,  taken  away.  A  missionary  of  our 
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Association,  and  for  some  years  a  missionary  in  Burrnah.  He  was  a  good  man, 
full  of  faith  and  the  Holy  Ghost.  Though  taken  at  the  very  noontide  of  life, 
all  was  well  with  him,  and  resting  in  Jesus  he  left  us  to  he  with  Jesus. 

The  Philadelphia  Association  speaks  of  a  youthful  preacher  early  called 
away — Rev.  Manning  F.  Decker,  Pastor  of  the  Church  at  Pottsville,  a 
graduate  of  Crozer  Seminary  in  1872.  After  only  four  months  in  the  pastorate, 
the  Lord  in  His  mysterious  but  all  wise  providence,  called  him  from  the  vine¬ 
yard  of  -work  to  the  prepared  mansion  on  high. 

The  Wyoming  Assoeiation  has  been  called  to  part  with  Rev.  D.  E.  Sturde- 
want,  a  man  who  had  weathered  the  storms  of  more  than  seventy  winters. 
For  over  forty  years  he  had  delighted  to  preach  Jesus  and  the  resurrection. 
After  a  short  illness,  in  which  his  faith  in  Christ  failed  not,  he  was  gathered  to 
the  fathers,  and  rests  with  Jesus. 

Thus  of  seven  beloved  Christian  ministers  in  this  State,  we  can  say — 

Servants  of  God,  well  done, 

Rest  from  your  loved  employ, 

The  battle  fought,  the  victory  won, 

Enter  your  Master’s  joy. 

Beloved  brethren,  who  shall  be  next  ?  This  year  some  of  us  may  be  called. 
May  we  not  finish  our  course  before  we  have  completed  our  work.

23.  Brother  J.  G.  Walker  introduced  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  carried  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  keep  a  register  of  the  attend¬ 
ance  of  the  members  of  the  Board  at  their  regular  meetings,  and  to  submit 
such  register  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations  at  each  annual  meeting. 

24.  Four  o’clock  having  arrived,  the  Association  arose  and 
sang,  “  All  hail  the  power  of  Jesus'  name.”  The  Report  of  the 
Board  was  now  read,  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  Association. 
The  Report  was  adopted,  and  earnest  exhortations  addressed  to 
the  body. 

25.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  reported  the  following 
brethren  as  the  Sunday-school  Commission  :  Warren  Randolph, 
B.  Griffith,  P.  S.  Hensou,  W.  M.  Shoemaker,  John  M.  Evans, 
W.  P.  Hellings,  B.  F.  Woodburn,  Robert  Lowry  and  E.  A.  Stone. 

26.  The  following  resolution  was  ordered  to  be  re-printed : 

Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  “  American  Baptist  Historical  Society  ”  as  an 
indispensable  part  of  our  denominational  organization  ;  that  we  owe  it  to  our¬ 
selves,  our  ancestors,  and  our  posterity,  and  to  God,  to  preserve  the  precious 
writings  of  early  Baptists,  and  the  history  of  their  trials,  sufferings,  testimonies 
and  martyrdoms.  Such  a  Library  as  the  Society  is  collecting,  already  amount¬ 
ing  to  nearly  six  thousand  volumes,  will  confute  our  adversaries,  instruct 
future  generations,  and  be  a  bond  of  union  to  the  Baptists  of  the  world. 
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27.  Brother  Woodburn  read  the  following,  which  was  cordi¬ 
ally  adopted : 

Whereas,  Our  evangelizing  work  in  foreign  lands  is  assuming  larger  pro¬ 
portions  each  year,  and 

Whereas,  The  Treasury  of  our  Missionary  Union  is  largely  overdrawn,, 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  that  the  Churches  of  Pennsylvania  make 
earnest  efforts  to  meet  the  present  exigency,  and  the  prospective  enlargement  of 
the  work. 

28.  The  following  is  transferred  from  the  last  year’s  Minutes  : 

Resolved,  That  we  endorse  the  motto,  believe  in  the  Mission,  approve  the 
measures,  express  gratitude  for  past  success,  and  heartily  unite  in  the  future,  as 
in  the  past,  for  the  realization  of  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society’s 
most  sanguine  hopes. 

29.  Ordered  that  letters  from  associations  he  referred  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

Adjourned.  Brother  Joseph  Perry  led  in  prayer. 


EVENING  SESSION 

30.  The  Association  met  for  prayer  quarter  after  7  o’clock. 
Brother  J.  V.  Ambler  conducted  the  exercises. 

31.  Met  for  business  at  half  past  7  o’clock.  As  ordered  by 
the  Association,  the  first  fifteen  minutes  were  allotted  to  Dr.. 
Griffith,  who  spoke  earnestly  for  the  Publication  Society.  After 
him,  Brethren  Samuel  Miles,  Wm.  Cattell,  J.  W.  Snyder,  A. 
Armstrong,  W.  B.  Tolan,  J.  Perry,  C.  A.  Johnson,  L.  G.  Beck, 
J.  E.  Chesshire,  E.  T.  Jacobs,  W.  P.  Ilellings,  W.  M.  Webster, 
David  Spencer,  James  Disk,  J.  G.  Miles  and  J.  A.  Kirkpatrick 
spoke.  These  animated  speeches  were  interspersed  with 
singing. 

32.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  draft  a  paper,  addressed 
to  the  two  hundred  Churches  of  this  State,  which  contributed  nothing  the 
the  past  year  to  the  funds  of  this  Association. 

Brethren  Jas.  Lisk,  David  Spencer  and  John  Peddie,  were 
appointed. 

33.  Voted,  that  when  we  adjourn  this  evening,  we  adjourn  to 
meet  on  Thursday  morning,  at  9  o’clock. 

Adjourned.  Brother  Shermer  led  in  prayer. 
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Wednesday  Morning,  October  22,  7873. 

The  Association,  for  imperative  reasons,  held  a  session  contrary 
to  the  vote  of  previous  evening,  on  Wednesday  morning.  The 
second  Vice-President,  Brother  A.  M.  Calkins,  occupied  the 
chair.  Brother  Chesshire  led  in  prayer.

35.  Ou  periodicals,  the  Association  re-adopted  the  resolutions 
of  the  last  year : 
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Resolved,  That  this  body  express  its  high  appreciation  of  the  acknowledged 
merit  and  great  practical  worth  of  the  Baptist  Quarterly,  the  National 
Baptist,  and  other  periodicals  of  the  Bible  and  Publication  Society,  and  com¬ 
mend  them  to  the  patronage  of  the  entire  membership  of  our  Churches. 

Resolved,  That  we  especially  place  on  record  our  thanks  to  the  management 
of  the  National  Baptist  for  the  steady  support  given  to  the  special  work  of 
this  body,  and  its  courteous  admission  of  the  frequent  appeals  to  the  Churches, 
through  our  respected  Secretary. 

36.  The  Committee  on  the  proposed  Centennial  Educational 
movement,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  recom¬ 
mendations  : 

Whereas,  The  Baptist  Educational  Commission  have  recommended  to  the 
denomination  throughout  the  United  States  to  celebrate  the  Centennial  year  of 
our  national  history  by  a  general  and  combined  movement  for  the  endowment 
of  the  institutions  of  learning  in  the  several  States,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  most  heartily  endorse  the  proposed  movement,  as  wise 
and  timely,  and  as  fitted  to  develop  the  resources  of  the  denomination,  and  to 
introduce  a  new  era  in  our  educational  history  ;  and  we  express  our  hope  and 
belief  that  the  members  of  our  Denomination  in  the  State  will  cordially  co¬ 
operate  in  this  movement,  by  placing  our  several  Institutions — Theological, 
Collegiate,  and  Academic — on  a  basis  of  adequate  endowment.

.JohnPeddie;  and  place  Altoona :  subject  to  the  determination 
of  the  Board.

The  Board  of  Managers. 


Dear  Brethren  : 

A  review  of  our  history  cannot  fail  to  awaken  in  the 
heart  of  every  disciple  of  Christ,  emotions  of  gratitude.  Few 
missionary  organizations  have  been  more  blessed.  Considering 
the  amount  of  labor  performed,  and  the  results  accomplished, 
we  feel  that  our  want  of  faith  in  God  and  devotion  to  this  service 
is  rebuked. 

The  aspect  of  our  field  is  such,  as  to  more  than  justify  all  the 
thought  we  have  given,  the  anxiety  we  have  felt,  and  the  ex¬ 
penditure  of  strength  and  means  we  have  made  upon  it.  In  our 
last  report  we  adverted  to  a  large  aud  populous  portion  of  the 
State,  in  which  we  are  scarcely  known  as  a  denomination,  and 
where  the  gospel  is  seldom,  if  ever  proclaimed,  by  a  Baptist 
minister.  We  should  be  glad  if  we  could  report  that  something 
had  been  done  to  meet  this  destitution,  but  our  resources  have 
been  taxed  to  the  utmost  to  supply  the  need  of  those  parts  of 
the  State  already  under  cultivation.  Our  attention  has  been  es¬ 
pecially  called,  recently,  to  that  part  of  our  field  lying  along  the 
Allegheny  Biver. 

From  Freeport  to  Franklin,  a  distance  of  nearly  one  hundred 
miles,  there  is  not  a  single  Baptist  Church  except  a  feeble  W elsh 
interest  at  Brady's  Bend.  There  are  some  ten  or  twelve  large 
and  growing  towns  that  should  be  occupied  at  once.  Among 
the  most  prominent  are  Kittanning  and  Parker’s  Landing.  In 
the  latter  place  there  are  a  number  of  Baptists  anxious  to  have 
some  one  to  preach  to  them  the  gospel  of  Christ,  and  are  pre¬ 
pared  to  do  what  thej  can  to  sustain  a  minister.  A  Baptist 
Church  once  existed  at  Kittanning,  but  for  some  cause  became 
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extinct.  There  are  a  few  brethren  in  and  around  the  town ;  and 
we  have  no  doubt,  if  a  good  man  could  be  found  to  occupy  these 
points,  in  a  short  time  sufficient  means  'would  be  furnished  on 
the  ground  for  his  support. 

The  territory  occupied  by  the  Clarion,  F  rench  Creek  and  Oil 
■Creek  Associations,  is  very  large  and  populous,  and  the  breth¬ 
ren  of  these  Associations  are  exceedingly  anxious  the  Board 
should  appoint  some  good  man  as  a  general  missiouary,  to  visit 
feeble  churches  and  destitute  places,  to  preach  Christ  to  the 
people,  and  do  all  he  can  to  awaken  a  deeper  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  General  Association.  We  are  not  unmindful  of  the 
fact,  that  at  your  last  meeting  you  recommended  such  an 
appointment  for  the  western  part  of  the  State,  but  the  limited 
means  at  our  disposal,  and  the  large  number  of  applications  for 
aid,  have  made  us  hesitate.  We  should  be  exceedingly  glad  if 
our  means  would  justify  such  an  appointment,  and  the  man 
could  be  found  to  fill  it.  It  was  also  stated  in  our  last  report, 
that  a  Church  Building  Loan  Fund  had  been  organized,  but 
nothing  in  connection  with  it  has  beeu  accomplished.  Could 
not  some  plan  be  adopted  at  this  present  meeting,  by  which  this 
enterprise  could  be  placed  upon  a  respectable  footing?  We 
cannot  avoid  the  conviction,  that  to  aid  feeble  churches  in  erect¬ 
ing  houses  of  worship  is  in  many  instances  the  most  economical 
method  of  promoting  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord. 

We  are  happy  to  state,  that  most,  if  not  all,  the  Associations 
west  of  the  mountains,  seem  to  realize  more  deeply  than  ever 
the  importance  of  our  work,  and  have  appointed  efficient  com¬ 
mittees — not  onl}"  to  endorse  applications  for  help,  but  to  carry 
•out  some  method  of  increasing  the  contributions  of  the  churches 
to  our  Treasury.  From  the  spirit  manifested  at  their  recent 
meetings,  we  shall  be  disappointed  if  their  reports  of  the  coming 
year  are  not  such  as  to  make  glad  the  hearts,  and  strengthen  the 
hands  of  the  friends  of  the  General  Association. 

While  the  year  just  closed  has  not  been  remarkable  for  success 
in  winning  men  to  Christ,  we  have  not  been  left  without  tokens 
•of  the  Divine  favor.  The  following  statement  will  show  where 
the  means  placed  at  our  disposal  have  been  expended,  and  in 
part  the  success  that  has  been  experienced : 
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Abingdon  Association. 

Brother  Adolph  Genius  is  still  laboring  among  the  Germans  at  Scranton, 
under  the  same  arrangement  as  last  year.  God  has  greatly  blessed  him  in 
his  work.  A  large  number  of  his  countrymen  have  embraced  the  Saviour,  and 
united  with  the  Church.  Our  Scranton  brethren  have  been  richly  rewarded 
for  their  sacrifices  in  sustaining  this  mission. 

Brother  C.  M.  Tower  continued  his  labors  with  the  Roaring  Brook 
Church  in  Luzerne  County  until  the  1st  of  April,  when  he  resigned,  since 
which  time  no  aid  has  been  rendered  the  Church  by  the  Board. 

At  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  this  Associa¬ 
tion,  an  appropriation  was  made  to  the  Hyde  Park  Church  to  aid  in  the 
support  of  Brother  H.  J.  Millard,  the  Committee  pledging  themselves  to 
use  their  best  endeavors  to  secure  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  from  the 
Churches.  This  Church  for  some  cause  had  become  very  much  reduced  in 
numbers  and  ability.  Since  the  settlement  of  Brother  Millard  their  pros¬ 
pects  have  much  improved.  Congregations  and  Sunday  school  have  largely 
increased,  and  the  hope  is  entertained,  that  at  no  distant  day  they  will 
regain  their  former  standing  and  influence. 


Beaver  Association. 

The  Church  at  Xew  Brighton  has  enjoyed  the  labors  of  Brother  C.  H„ 
Johnson  during  the  entire  year.  God  has  smiled  upon  our  brother :  a 
number  have  been  added  by  baptism,  and  the  Church  greatly  strengthened 
and  its  influence  extended. 


Bradford  Association. 

The  Church  at  Towanda  still  have  the  services  of  Brother  S.  J.  Lusk. 
He  has  labored  faithfvdly  during  the  year,  but  nothing  of  special  interest 
lias  been  reported.  The  Church  greatly  needs  a  new  meeting-house  in  a 
new  location. 

Brother  J.  L.  Watson,  after  having  spent  six  years  with  the  Churches  at 
Canton  and  Alba,  recently  resigned,  and  they  are,  at  present,  destitute. 
They  are  reported  as  in  a  healthy  condition. 

A  small  appropriation  was  made  to  Roseville,  to  secure,  for  part  of  the 
time,  the  services  of  Brother  R.  Corbett.  He  left  the  field  in  April,  at 
which  time  preparations  were  being  made  to  build  a  house  of  worship. 


Bridgewater  Association. 

It  gives  us  great  satisfaction  to  record  the  brief  but  important  and  suc¬ 
cessful  labors  of  Brother  Edward  Ashton,  your  missionary  at  Great  Bend, 
Susquehanna  County.  The  Church  here  had  become  almost  extinct.  Its 
meeting-house  had  illegally  passed  out  of  its  possession,  and  the  regular  wor¬ 
ship  ceased.  Brother  Ashton  was  appointed  your  missionary  last  October. 
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but  had  commenced  his  work  the  preceding  spring.  He  began  preaching  in 
the  Presbyterian  meeting-house,  the  use  of  which  had  been  kindly  tendered 
him.  Through  his  indefatigable  efforts,  the  Church  regained  possession  of 
its  house.  A  congregation  was  gathered  equal  to  any  in  the  place.  A 
flourishing  Sunday-school  was  established  and  a  Library  purchased,  and 
important  out-stations  filled.  Everything  betokened  prosperity,  when  in 
the  midst  of  his  blessed  work,  his  Master  called  him  to  his  reward  on  high. 
His  brief  service  as  your  missionary,  was  fruitful  of  blessed  results. 
He  laid  a  good  foundation ;  and  others  entering  upon  his  labors  will,  we 
hope,  gather  a  bountiful  harvest. 

The  Church  at  Susquehanna  Depot,  Susquehanna  County,  is  still  under 
the  care  of  your  missionary,  Brother  Jacobs.  The  year  has  passed  without 
any  marked  manifestation  of  the  power  of  God.  Peace  and  harmony  have 
prevailed,  and  the  Church  is  slowly  gaining  in  strength  and  influence. 


Central  Union  Association. 

Mahanoy  City,  Schuylkill  County,  is  the  only  Church  in  this  Associa¬ 
tion  that  received  aid  from  your  funds  the  past  year.  Brother  B.  B.  Hen- 
shey  closed  his  labors  with  them,  and  left  the  field  in  July  last. 

This  Church  is  located  in  the  midst  of  a  large  population,  and  is  strug¬ 
gling  nobly  to  maintain  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel. 


Centre  Association. 

The  young  Church  at  Eagleville,  Centre  County,  Brother  A.  B.  Runyan, 
Pastor,  reports  good  congregations,  a  prosperous  Sunday-school,  well 
attended,  and  profitable  social  meetings.  The  principles  so  dear  to  us  are 
exerting  a  secret  but  powerful  influence  upon  community. 

Lewistown  is  a  large  and  flourishing  town  in  Mifflin  County,  on  the 
line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  An  appropriation  was  made  to  enable 
Brother  W.  G.  Coulter  to  give  to  the  small  but  interesting  Church  in  this 
place,  preaching  part  of  the  tune.  The  success  experienced  justifies  the 
conclusion  that  if  a  missionary  could  give  his  entire  time  to  the  place,  a 
strong  Church  might  be  gathered. 

Brother  J.  M.  Perry  has  spent  the  year  with  the  Churches  at  Philips- 
burg  and  Osceola,  Centre  County.  The  Church  at  Philipsburg  has  expe¬ 
rienced  seasons  of  trial  in  connection  with  its  property,  from  which,  how¬ 
ever,  they  have  been  measurably  delivered.  The  Church  at  Osceola  has 
been  very  much  reduced,  by  the  removal  of  its  members  to  other  localities. 
In  one  of  his  reports,  the  pastor  says  :  “We  have  enjoyed  the  presence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  have  had  larger  congregations  than  at  any  previous  period. 
Many  seem  convinced  of  the  truth  of  believer’s  baptism,  and  nearly  all  our 
accessions  have  been  from  Pedo-Baptist  families.” 
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Clearfield  Association. 

Brother  W.  B.  Skinner  closed  his  labors  with  the  Curwensville  and 
Greenville  Churches,  Clearfield  County,  last  fall,  and  was  succeeded  by 
Brother  W.  A.  Ridge,  who,  at  the  instance  of  the  Board,  has  given  some 
time  and  labor  to  the  Church  in  Clearfield.  Millport  and  Chestnut  Ridge 
have  also  shared  in  his  toils.  He  has  experienced  a  good  degree  of  success, 
large  congregations  have  listened  to  his  teachings,  several  have  been 
hopefully  converted,  and  followed  the  Saviour  in  the  ordinance  of  baptism. 
A  Church  was  organized  a  few  weeks  since  at  Millport. 

Brother  J.  J.  Davis,  who  formerly  acted  as  a  general  missionary  in  this 
Association,  has  during  the  year  confined  his  labors  to  the  Upper  Chest 
Creek  and  Cherry  Tree  Churches.  The  Cherry  Tree  Church  was  organ¬ 
ized  a  little  more  than  one  year  ago,  and  is  now  engaged  in  the  erection  of 
a  house  of  worship.  Patchinville,  Pleasant  Hill,  and  McGarvey’s  School 
House  are  regularly  supplied  with  preaching.  The  prospects  of  the  field 
are  encouraging. 

Clarion  Association. 

F or  the  last  several  years  but  little  aid  has  been  rendered  to  the  field 
occupied  by  this  Association.  We  number  its  friends  among  the  warmest 
friends  of  the  General  Association.  Most  of  the  pastors  are  doing  mis¬ 
sionary  work — some  of  them  supplying  two,  and  others  three  Churches. 
Last  spring  the  Brookville  Church  in  Clarion  County  called  Brother  John 
S.  Wrightnour  to  the  pastorate,  and  an  appropriation  was  made  to  aid  them 
in  his  support.  The  Church  had  been  very  much  reduced,  but  a  few 
could  be  relied  upon  to  sustain  the  public  worship  of  God.  On  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  new  pastor,  some  brethren  who  had  previously  moved  into  the 
place,  but  had  not  united  with  the  Church,  and  some  who  afterwards  made 
it  their  home,  rallied  around  him.  The  Church  has  been  very  much 
increased  in  numbers.  Congregations  are  quite  large,  and  the  Sunday- 
school  in  a  most  prosperous  condition.  Pastor  and  people  are  very  hopeful. 

The  Beulah  and  Pine  Flat  Churches  of  this  Association,  and  the  Zion 
of  the  Pittsburg,  are  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Brother  Enos  Woodruff, 
whose  incessant  labors  have  so  seriously  impaired  his  health,  that  he  has 
been  obliged,  temporarily  we  hope,  to  suspend  his  work  altogether.  He 
reports  the  Beulah  Church  in  a  transition  state,  Zion  in  a  feeble  condition, 
and  Pine  Flat  in  good  working  order. 


French  Creek  Association. 

Brother  J.  T.  Griffiths  continued  to  labor  with  the  Sharpsville  and  Stone- 
boro’  Churches,  in  Mercer  County,  until  the  first  of  April,  when  he 
resigned  at  Sharpsville,  and  accepted  an  invitation  from  the  Church  at 
Jamestown.  Brother  Griffiths  has  been  blessed  in  his  efforts  to  lead  men  to 
Christ,  and  building  up  the  Churches.  At  the  instance  of  the  Missionary 
Committee,  the  Board  transferred  the  appropriation  from  the  Sharpsville 
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to  the  Jamestown  Church.  The  Churches  at  Jamestown  and  Stoneboro’ 
are  engaged  in  erecting  houses  of  worship. 

The  Church  at  Franklin,  Venango  County,  entered  their  new  Chapel 
about  the  first  of  February,  at  which  time  Brother  A.  C.  Williams  com¬ 
menced  his  pastorate  among  them.  The  hope  was  then  entertained  that 
their  main  edifice  would  soon  be  erected,  but  owing  to  the  depressed  condi¬ 
tion  of  trade,  this  hope  has  not  been  realized.  Their  chapel  is  too  small 
to  accommodate  the  congregation  properly,  and  two  of  the  brethren  have 
it  in  their  hearts  to  cover  the  expense  of  enclosing  the  principal  structure, 
with  the  expectation  that  other  friends  of  the  enterprise  will  complete  it. 
We  hope  this  purpose  will  be  carried  out,  when  they  will  occupy  a  position 
as  commanding  as  that  of  any  other  Church  in  the  city.  At  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Church,  it  was  resolved  to  ask  no  further  help  from  the 
Board. 


Monongahela  Association. 

A  small  appropriation  was  made  to  the  Belle  view  Church,  Fayette 
County,  Brother  John  Williams,  Pastor.  He  has  spent  considerable  time 
on  the  field  in  preaching  Christ  to  large  and  interested  congregations. 
Several  have  followed  the  Saviour  in  the  ordinance  of  baptism.  Owing  to 
a  pressure  of  other  duties,  Brother  Williams  has  been  obliged  to  resign. 

Uniontown,  Fayette  County,  is  one  of  the  most  important  points  within 
the  bounds  of  this  Association.  The  Church  here  has  erected  a  very  good 
house  of  worship,  and  finished  the  lecture  room,  in  which  regular  services 
are  held.  The  pastor,  Brother  W.  W.  Hickman  has  labored  earnestly 
during  the  year,  and  while  he  has  not  labored  in  vain,  we  have  no  doubt 
his  influence  and  that  of  the  Church  would  be  greatly  extended  if  their 
house  was  finished. 


Xortli  Philadelphia  Association. 

Brother  George  Pierce  closed  his  labors  at  Harrisburg  the  first  of  April 
last.  We  wish  to  bear  testimony  to  the  faithfulness  with  which,  for  the 
space  of  four  years,  he  sought  to  build  up  the  interests  of  the  Church,  and 
while  it  is  true,  comparatively  few  were  added  by  baptism,  it  is  equally  true 
that  the  Church  has  attained  a  place  in  the  esteem  of  the  community 
greatly  in  advance  of  that  it  occupied  when  he  entered  upon  his  pastorate. 
Patient  and  earnest  in  the  midst  of  difficulties,  and  notwithstanding  bodily 
weakness,  he  has,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  accomplished  a  work  which  we 
believe  will  tell  favorably  upon  the  future  prosperity  of  the  Church.  His 
successor  will  find  the  way  cleared  of  many  hindrances  that  have  hitherto 
impeded  success. 

The  Church  at  Lancaster,  during  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year,  had 
only  an  occasional  sermon,  but  kept  up  their  prayer-meetings  and  Sunday- 
school  with  commendable  zeal.  About  the  first  of  July  they  extended  a 
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«all  to  Brother  A.  C.  White,  a  recent  graduate  of  Crozer  Seminary,  who 
entered  at  once  upon  his  work.  They  have  commenced  the  erection  of  a 
house  of  worship  in  a  good  location,  and  hope  to  enter  the  lecture  room 
this  fall  or  winter.  They  need,  and  we  commend  them  and  other  enter¬ 
prises  to  the  sympathy  and  liberality  of  the  brethren. 


Northumberland  Association. 

The  usual  appropriation  was  made  to  the  Lock  Haven  Church,  Brother 
C-.  W.  Snyder,  Pastor.  The  brethren  of  this  Association  have  long  been 
anxious  to  see  this  Church  with  a  house  of  worship  completed,  and  in  a 
position  to  sustain  a  pastor,  and  some  of  them  have  contributed  nobly  to 
this  end.  During  the  year  the  Church  edifice  has  been  completed,  and  a 
few  months  since  was  opened  for  public  worship.  It  is  a  well  constructed 
and  commodious  building,  and  we  should  be  glad  to  announce  it  free  from 
debt :  and  the  fact  it  is  not,  may  require  you  to  extend  your  care  over  the 
Church  for  a  while  longer,  brother  Snyder,  owing  to  enfeebled  health,  was 
■compelled  to  resign  just  as  the  house  was  finished. 

Brother  John  Linker  still  continues  to  minister  to  the  German  Church  at 
Williamsport.  In  his  report  for  the  quarter  ending  with  July  1st,  he  says  : 
“I  have  not  labored  in  vain.  Our  meetings  at  times  are  well  attended, 
and  I  doubt  not  there  are  many  in  this  community  whose  hearts  have  been 
touched  by  the  Word  of  God.” 

An  appropriation  of  four  hundred  dollars  for  the  year  was  made  to  the 
Washington  Street  Church,  Williamsport,  of  which  Brother  John  S.  Miller 
is  pastor,  with  the  understanding  that  three  hundred  of  this  amount  would 
"be  paid  by  the  First  Church,  in  addition  to  the  usual  contribution  to  our 
Treasury.  Brother  Miller  has  labored,  not  without  discouragements 
arising,  principally  from  the  financial  condition  of  the  Church.  In  his 
second  quarterly  report,  he  says,  We  have  realized  in  part  what  we  have 
been  praying  for.  A  cloud  of  mercy  gathered  over  us  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year — between  thirty  and  forty  persons  requested  prayer.  The  Church 
has  been  revived  and  sinners  saved.  The  Sunday-school  is  large,  and  a 
number  of  its  members  have  been  brought  to  the  Saviour’s  feet  and  united 
with  the  Church. 

The  Church  at  Milton  has  enjoyed  the  labors  of  Brother  J.  G.  Miles. 
Efforts  have  been  made  to  finish  the  exterior  of  their  Church  building,  and 
to  provide  for  their  debt.  If  this  house  was  finished  and  paid  for,  the 
Church,  we  think,  would  be  self-sustaining.  Congregations  are  good,  and 
the  Sunday-school  doing  well. 

Brother  A.  H.  Emmons  has  labored  during  the  year  with  the  Church  at 
Watsontown.  While  nothing  of  very  special  interest  is  reported,  their 
■congregations  give  good  attention  to  the  Word,  and  their  Sunday-school  is 
prosperous.  Pastor  and  people  are  much  encouraged. 

At  the  instance  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  this  Association,  Brother 
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R.  B.  Godfrey  was  appointed  last  spring  to  labor  as  a  missionary  on  that 
part  of  the  field  occupied  by  the  Trevorton,  Augusta,  and  Shamokin. 
Churches. 


Oil  Creek  Association. 

This  Association  embraces  a  large  proportion  of  our  Churches  in  the  oil 
regions.  At  their  recent  meeting,  a  proposition  was  entertained  to  unite 
with  the  French  Creek.  Should  this  union  be  effected,  we  shall  have  one 
strong  instead  of  two  comparatively  feeble  Associations,  occupying  this 
important  part  of  the  State,  and  it  may  result  in  the  organization  of 
another  Association,  embracing  Churches  now  unassociated,  or  connected 
with  Associations  in  an  adjoining  State. 

.  There  are  several  Churches  in  this  body  needing  your  fostering  care,  but 
one,  however,  has  received  aid  from  your  funds  the  past  year — the 
German  Church  at  Erie,  under  the  care  of  Brother  Kose.  He  has  labored 
in  the  face  of  many  difficulties,  but  has  enjoyed  some  indications  of  the 
Saviour’s  presence.  Meetings  have  been  well  attended,  and  a  few  have  put 
on  Christ. 

Pittsburg  Association. 

Early  last  fall,  the  Churches  of  this  Association  located  in  Allegheny 
County,  provoked,  we  think,  by  what  they  heard  at  our  last  annual  gather¬ 
ing,  held  meetings,  and  after  mature  deliberation,  resolved  to  organize  a 
missionary  society,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Allegheny  County 
Missionary  Association,  auxiliary  to  the  General  Association.  They  have 
appointed  Brother  J.  E.  Craig  to  labor  at  Sewickly,  where  a  Church  has 
been  recently  organized.  Brother  C.  Rodgers,  with  the  newly  organized 
Colored  Church  in  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  and  Brother  G.  J.  Brensinger  as 
a  General  Missionary.  The  support  of  these  brethren  is  provided  for  by 
the  new  Association.  Their  appointment  has  been  so  recent,  that  but 
little  can  be  reported  as  to  the  results  of  their  efforts.  The  brethren  of 
this  Associntion  have  shown  a  zeal  and  liberality  worthy  of  all  commen¬ 
dation,  and  we  most  sincerely  bid  them  God-speed,  and  pray  that  their 
brightest  hopes  may  be  more  than  realized. 

The  Nixon  Street  Church,  Allegheny  City,  under  the  pastoral  care  of 
Brother  J.  S.  Hutson,  has  enjoyed  a  large  measure  of  prosperity.  Though 
the  location  of  their  house  is  not  the  most  desirable,  their  congregations 
are  very  good,  their  social  meetings  deeply  interesting,  their  Sunday  school 
in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  some  valuable  accessions  have  been  made 
to  their  number  by  baptism.  In  addition  to  their  home  work,  they  have  a 
very  prosperous  Mission  School  in  the  ninth  ward  of  the  city. 

The  Saltsburg  Church,  Indiana  County,  having  been  much  reduced  in 
numbers  and  financial  ability  by  the  organization  of  a  new  Church  in  an 
adjoining  county,  and  their  house  of  worship  being  in  a  very  dilapidated 
condition,  felt  called  upon  to  ask  help  of  the  Board,  while  they  sought  to 
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erect  a  new  one.  An  appropriation  was  made  to  aid  them  in  the  support 
of  their  pastor,  Brother  Azariali  Shadrach,  who  has  regularly  preached  for 
them  with  great  acceptance. 

An  appropriation  at  the  rate  of  $200  for  the  year  was  made  for  six 
months  to  the  Churches  at  Greensburg  and  Irwin  Station,  Westmoreland 
County,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  Brother  Morgan.  These  Churches  have 
been  but  recently  organized,  and  promise  well.  The  amount  appropriated 
was  secured  by  a  special  effort  at  the  late  meeting  of  the  Pittsburg  Asso¬ 
ciation. 


Philadelphia  Association. 

The  Church  at  Easton,  with  its  pastor,  Brother  Andrew  Armstrong, 
have,  amid  many  trials,  continued  their  toils  since  your  last  anniversary. 
They  are,  at  present,  engaged  in  erecting  a  house  of  worship,  which,  when 
completed  and  paid  for,  will  place  them  in  a  position  far  in  advance  of  any 
they  have  ever  occupied.  We  regard  this  enterprise  as  a  matter  of  vital 
importance,  and  sincerely  hope  their  efforts  may  be  crowned  with  success. 

Allentown,  Lehigh  County,  is  one  of  our  most  important  points.  The 
Church  here  has  been  in  existence  but  a  few  years,  but  gives  evidence  of 
considerable  life  and  activity.  The  pastor,  Brother  J.  S.  James,  reports 
some  additions  to  the  Church  and  increased  congregations. 

The  newly  organized  Church  at  Conshohocken  has  enjoyed  a  year  of 
considerable  prosperity.  Brother  E.  Packwood  reports  congregations 
largely  increased,  Sunday-school  prosperous,  several  additions  by  baptism, 
and  their  financial  condition  much  improved. 

The  German  Mission  on  Second  Street  above  Norris,  Philadelphia,  has 
been  much  favored  of  the  Lord.  Congregations  have  been  very  good  and 
attentive,  the  Sunday-school  large  and  prosperous.  Quite  a  large  number 
have  been  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  baptized  into  the 
fellowship  of  the  Eirst  German  Church.  Brother  Blessene,  on  account  of 
his  wife’s  health,  was  obliged  to  resign,  and  has  returned  to  Germany. 

Brother  W m.  S.  Crowley  has  been  faithfully  laboring  at  Manatawna. 
The  Church  is  in  its  infancy,  and  is  putting  forth  every  possible  effort  to 
secure  for  itself  a  place  in  which  to  worship  God,  and  deserves  the  confi¬ 
dence  and  practical  sympathy  of  their  brethren. 

An  appropriation  for  three  months  was  made  to  the  Hebron  Church, 
Philadelphia,  of  which  Brother  C.  W.  Smith  is  pastor.  This  is  one  of  the 
several  Churches  organized  in  this  city  within  the  last  two  years.  They 
are  struggling  hard  to  pay  for  a  house,  and  to  support  the  ministry. 


Tioga  Association. 

Brother  N.  L.  Reynolds  ministers  to  the  Wellsboro’,  the  only  Church  in 
this  Association  receiving  aid.  They  have  not  enjoyed  the  same  measure 
of  prosperity  as  during  the  preceding  year,  yet  they  have  had  some 
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evidences  of  the  Saviour’s  presence.  They  have  secured  control  of  the 
Hall  in  which  they  worship,  and  propose  to  erect  a  meeting-house  at  no 
distant  day.  Several  have  been  added  to  their  number  by  baptism. 


From  tlie  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  forty-one 
brethren  have  been  commissioned,  most  of  whom  have  been 
employed  the  entire  year.  The  work  performed  is  equal  to  that 
of  one  man  for  thirty-two  years  and  six  months.  Their  labors' 
have  extended  into  sixteen  of  our  Associations,  and  twenty-six 
counties  of  the  State.  They  have  preached  4250  sermons, 
attended  2850  other  meetings,  made  7553  pastoral  visits,  trav¬ 
eled  19,218  miles,  and  baptized  about  200  persons. 

“We  have  received  during  the  year  from  H.  G.  Jone3,  Esq., 
of  Philadelphia,  Executor  of  the  will  of  the  late  Rev.  John  S. 
Jenkins,  a  legacy  of  one  thousand  dollars,  less  the  tax,  and  one 
from  J.  C.  Ridgway,  of  Monroeton,  Bradford  Co.,  Executor  of  the 
will  of  the  late  W.  Lewis,  of  Bradford  Co.,  of  four  hundred  and 
seventy-five  dollars;  and  a  third,  including  interest  of  one  thou¬ 
sand  and  twenty-six  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  from  the  Hon.  John 
Hanna,  Executor  of  the  will  of  the  late  Rebecca  Ring,  of 
Somerset  County.  The  two  former  have  been  used  to  meet 
our  current  expenses.  The  latter,  agreeably  to  the  will  of  the 
Testatrix,  has  been  invested,  and  the  interest  only  will  be  used 
in  missionary  work  in  the  county  of  Somerset.  At  the  close  of 
last  year,  our  Treasury  was  overdrawn  $2000.  The  special 
appeal  made  to  the  Churches  at  your  instance,  resulted  in 
reducing  it  to  $1720.18.  In  view  of  this  debt,  it  was  deemed 
wise  to  keep  our  appropriations  down  to  the  lowest  possible 
point.  By  this  means  it  was  hoped  the  current  expenses  of  the 
year  would  be  met,  the  debt  be  provided  for,  and  a  balance  left 
in  our  Treasury.  Our  expenses  for  the  year  have  been,  includ¬ 
ing  the  debt,  $15,668.54:  our  receipts,  including  the  legacy 
of  Rebecca  Ring,  $14,570.49 — leaving  a  balance  to  be  provided 
for  of  $1098.05.  It  will  be  seen  that  our  receipts  have  fallen 
considerably  below  those  of  last  year.  This  may  be  accounted 
for  in  part  by  the  present  financial  embarrassments  of  the 
country,  and  in  part  from  the  fact  that  so  many  of  our  Churches 
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in  Philadelphia  are  engaged  in  building  operations,  requiring 
an  outlay  in  the  aggregate  of  several  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

In  resigning  our  trust,  dear  brethren,  we  rejoice  that  some¬ 
thing  has  been  attempted  for  Christ  and  his  cause  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  that  our  etforts  have  not  been  entirely  vain,  and  yet 
emotions  of  sadness  fill  our  hearts,  as  we  think  of  the  work  yet 
to  be  done,  and  the  indifference  manifested  by  so  many  of  our 
Churches  and  brethren  with  reference  to  it.  Shall  we  not, 
encouraged  by  past  success,  prompted  by  an  intense  love  to 
Christ  and  perishing  men,  resolve,  by  the  grace  of  God,  to  be 
more  earnest  in  this  service,  to  pray  more  fervently,  and  con¬ 
tribute  more  liberally,  that  the  Gospel  we  love  may  be  pro¬ 
claimed  upon  every  hill-top,  and  in  every  valley  of  our  broad 
and  beautiful  State.

BY-LAWS  OF  TILE  BOARD. 


I.  The  Board  shall  meet  to  organize  immediately  after  their  appointment;  when  they  shall 
appoint  the  following  committees,  to  wit:  A  Committee  of  Finance,  and  a  Committee  on  Appli¬ 
cations. 

II.  They  shall  hold  stated  meetings  monthly  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month. 

III.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  a  Vice-President  or  Chairman  pro  tern.,  shall  preside  in 
all  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  may  also  at  his  discretion  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board. 

IV.  The  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  and  superintend  the  publications  of  the 
Board.  He  shall  also  present  a  monthly  report  to  the  Board  and  prepare  the  Annual  Report 
for  the  Association. 

V.  The  Treasurer  shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  Board.  No  money  shall  be  paid  by  him 
without  an  order  from  the  Board,  signed  by  the  Secretary. 

VI.  No  order  shall  be  drawn  in  favor  of  any  missionary  who  shall  fail  to  make  his  quarterly 
reports. 

VII.  The  following  shall  be  the  Order  of  Business  : — 1.  The  meetings  shall  commence  with  a 
season  of  prayer.  2.  The  roll  shall  be  called.  3.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read, 
4.  The  Report  of  the  Secretary.  5.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer.  6.  Appropriations.  7.  Report 
■of  Special  Committees  and  Unfinished  Business.  8.  New  Business.  9.  The  meeting  shall  be 
closed  with  prayer. 

VIII.  Applications  to  this  Body,  for  aid,  must  be  made  by  the  churches  seeking  the  same 
stating: — 1.  The  number  of  members  in  the  church,  average  number  of  attendants  on  public 
worship;  the  denomination  and  size  of  Christian  congregations  contiguous,  and  the  distance 
to  their  places  of  worship.  2.  The  amount  of  salary  proposed  to  be  given  to  the  pastor,  and 
the  amount  which  the) church  pledges  itself  to  raise.  3.  Whether  aid  is  expected  or  sought 
from  any  other  source,  and  if  so,  how  much.  4.  Whether  the  church  owns  a  place  of  worship, 
and  its  capacity,  and  amount  of  debt  upon  it,  if  any.  5.  The  name,  post  office  address,  and 
testimonials  of  the  minister  for  whom  an  appointment  is  desired. 

IX.  Commissions  and  appropriations  granted  by  this  Board,  shall  terminate  at  the  ensuing 
Anniversary  of  this  Association,  except  as  may  be  otherwise  ordered,  at  which  time  a  new  ap¬ 
plication  must  be  made,  containing  all  the  particulars  above  stated,  accompanied  by  a  certifi¬ 
cate  from  the  missionary  that  the  church  has  fulfilled  its  pledge  for  its  support. 

X.  Missionaries  of  this  Body  contemplating  the  collection  of  funds  for  building  or  other 
purposes,  outside  of  his  appointed  sphere  of  labor,  must  first  obtain  the  approbation  of  this 
Board. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


The  great  design  of  this  General  Association  being  to  promote  the  cause  of  Christ,  by  afford¬ 
ing  greater  facilities  for  concert  and  co-operation  among  the  Baptist  Churches  of  Pennsylvania  , 
and  others  associated  with  them :  it  may  be  proper  to  state,  that  we  utterly  disclaim  all  power 
and  all  intention  to  interfere  in  any  respect  with  the  internal  concerns  of  any  Church  or  Asso¬ 
ciation;  and  be  it  expressly  understood,  that  no  recommendation  of  this  body,  which  shall  in 
any  way  infringe  this  fundamental  principle,  shall  be  in  the  smallest  degree  obligatory. 

ART.  I.  This  Association  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  “The  Pennsylvania  Baptist  General 
Association  for  Missionary  Purposes.” 

ART.  II.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  promote  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel 
throughout  the  State. 

ART.  III.  Sec.  1.  This  General  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Life  Members,  and  of  dele¬ 
gates  from  the  several  religious  bodies  contributing  to  its  funds,  in  such  manner  as  each  shall 
prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  The  number  of  delegates  which  each  Association  may  send  to  the  General  Association 
shall  be  three;  each  local  Association  shall  send  with  its  delegates  a  letter,  giving  the  full  statis¬ 
tics  of  the  body  and  a  statement  of  our  missionary  interests  within  its  bounds. 

Sec.  3.  Each  church  contributing  annually  to  the  funds  of  the  Association,  shall  be  entitled 
to  two  delegates,  and  one  additional  delegate  for  every  twenty-five  dollars  contributed  during 
the  year. 

Sec.  4.  Any  delegate,  before  taking  his  seat,  maybe  required  to  produce  satisfactory  evidence 
of  his  appointment. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  paying  ten  dollars  to  the  fund,  shall  thereby  be  constituted  a  Life  Member 
of  the  Association. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  paying  fifty  dollars  to  the  fund,  shall  thereby  be  constituted  a  Life  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Association, 

ART.  IV.  Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  two  or  more  Vice-Presi. 
dents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  twelve  or  more  Managers;  who,  together  with  the  officers, 
shall  constitute  an  Executive  Board  for  the  management  of  all  business  of  the  Association ;  any 
five  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  2.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  the  oldest  Vice-President,  shall  preside  in  all  meetings 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  Board;  call  meetings  of  the  Board  at  his  discretion,  and  at  the  re¬ 
quest  of  ten  members,  from  at  least  five  Associations,  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Asso 
■ciation. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Association,  and  of  the  Board ; 
and  shall  superintend  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  and  of  the  Board,  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose, 
and  have  the  custody  of  all  papers  belonging  to  the  Association. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  in  trust  all  moneys  belonging  to  this  Association,  and  shall 
pay  them  out  only  on  an  order  from  the  Board,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary ;  and 
shall,  when  required  by  the  Board,  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty.  His  book 
shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  church  connected  with  the  Association. 

Sec.  5.  All  monies  designated  to  any  particular  object  shall  be  faithfully  appropriated  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  wishes  of  the  donor. 

Sec.  6.  A  full  report  of  the  doings  of  the  Board  shall  be  made  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
General  Association. 

ART.  V.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Association  at  such  time  and  place 
as  shall  be  chosen ;  a  sermon  shall  be  preached  by  a  person  appointed  at  a  previous  annual 
meeting,  and  a  free  public  conference  held,  in  which  delegates  shall  give  an  account  of  the  state 
of  religion  in  their  respective  Associations  and  Churches ;  together  with  any  other  information 
they  may  possess,  relative  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 

ART.  VI.  No  alterations  shall  be  made  in  this  Constitution,  without  the  concurrence  of  two 
thirds  of  the  delegates  present  at  any  annual  meeting  of  this  Association. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LA  WS 


OF 
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CONSTITUTION. 

Art.  I.  This  body  shall  be  called  “  The  Baptist  Ministers’  Union  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania.” 

Art.  II.  Its  objeet  shall  be  to  promote  the  acquaintance,  fellowship  and  use¬ 
fulness  of  its  members,  by  mutual  intercourse  and  conferenee  upon  matters  of 
common  interest. 

Art.  III.  Its  members  shall  consist  of  such  ordained  and  licensed  Baptist 
ministers  of  the  State  as  shall  sign  this  Constitution. 

Art.  IY.  Its  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  who  shall  severally  discharge  the  duties  usually  pertaining  tO' 
such  officers.  They  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall  also  serve  as  an 
Executive  Committee,  and  have  charge  of  the  interests  of  the  Union  in  the 
intervals  between  its  sessions,  and  shall  report  their  action  to  the  Union. 

Art.  Y.  The  Union  shall  meet  annually,  in  connection  with  the  sessions  of 
the  General  Association. 

Art.  VI.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  session  of  the  Union, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  notice  of  such  amendment  has  been  given  at  a 
previous  session. 


BY-LAWS. 

1.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-Presidents,  the  Secretary  shall 
call  the  Union  to  order. 

2.  All  meetings  of  the  Union  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

3.  Early  in  each  Annual  Session,  a  committee  of  three  shall  be  appointed,  to 
make  arrangements  for  the  session  of  the  following  year ;  and  such  committee 
shall  continue  as  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  during  the  session  for  which 
they  provide. 

4.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  at  the  commencement  of  each  Annual 
Session,  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  Minutes,  and  shall  be  conducted 
by  ballot. 
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5.  No  written  exercise  shall  exceed  thirty  minutes  in  delivery,  provided  this 
rule  does  not  apply  to  the  Annual  Sermon. 

6.  All  criticisms  shall  he  conducted  in  private  sessions  of  the  Union,  and  no 
one  shall  occupy  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time  in  making  criticisms,  nor 
shall  he  speak  more  than  once  upon  the  same  topic,  without  special  permission. 

7.  Membership  in  the  Union  is  a  pledge  to  discharge  all  the  duties  imposed, 
unless  prevented  by  Divine  Providence. 

8.  The  Secretary  shall  give  reasonable  public  notice  of  the  sessions  of  the 
Union ;  shall  notify  those  who  have  parts  assigned  them  ;  shall  see  that  the 
records  are  present  at  each  Annual  Session,  and  shall  prepare  the  Minutes  for 
printing,  in  connection  with  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Association. 

9 .  A  collection  shall  be  taken  at  each  session,  for  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Union,  including  the  printing  of  the  Minutes. 

10.  The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  be  read  immediately  after  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  each  session  of  the  Union. 

11.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 


MINUTES. 


Williamsport,  October  22,  1873. 

1.  The  Baptist  Ministers’  Union  of  Pennsylvania  met  with  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Williamsport,  at  9  o’clock  A.M.,  President  Lowry  pre¬ 
siding.  Hymn  419  of  the  Praise  Book  was  sung,  and  prayer  offered 
by  Bev.  David  Spencer. 

2.  The  Minutes  of  last  Session  were  read  and  approved. 

3.  A  committee  for  the  nomination  of  officers  was  appointed,  consisting 
of  Brethren  Clapp,  Woodburn  and  Calkin. 

4.  The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  were  read. 

5.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  reported  as  follows  :  For  President, 
Bev.  Bobert  Lowry ;  for  Vice-Presidents,  Bev.  B.  W.  Pearson  and  Bev.  E. 
W.  Bliss ;  for  Secretary,  Bev.  George  Frear ;  for  Treasurer,  Bev.  A.  -J. 
Kelly.  The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  chairman  of  the  committee  au¬ 
thorized  to  cast  the  ballot  for  the  Union,  which  resulted  in  the  election  of 
•officers  as  per  report  of  Committee  on  Nominations. 

6.  A  Committee  of  Arrangements  for  Next  Session  was  appointed,  con¬ 
sisting  of  Brethren  E.  W.  Bliss,  Goodno  and  Furman. 

7.  Bev.  T.  E.  Clapp  gave  notice  of  a  proposed  amendment  to  Article  V. 
of  the  Constitution,  affecting  the  time  of  our  Annual  Meeting. 
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8.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  confer  with  committees  from  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Association  and  Education  Society,  concerning  the  time,  place  and 
exercises  of  our  Annual  Meetings.  Brethren  Weston,  Chesshire  and  J.  S. 
Miller  were  appointed  as  said  committee. 

9.  Business  was  suspended  to  hear  the  essay  of  Bro.  Stone,  of  Erie,  on 
“  The  Influence  of  other  Denominations  on  Baptist  Churches.” 

10.  On  motion,  time  for  criticisms  was  limited  to  twenty  minutes.  Criti¬ 
cisms  were  offered  by  Brethren  Dickinson,  Henson,  Calkin,  Perry,  Weston,, 
McNeil  and  Wayland,  and  briefly  responded  to  by  Bro.  Stone. 

11.  After  devotional  services,  conducted  by  Brethren  Thomas  and  Gault, 
the  Annual  Sermon  was  preached,  at  11  A.M.,  by  Rev.  W.  P.  Sellings,  of 
Scranton,  from  1  Tim.  vi.  30  :  “O  Timothy,  keep  that  which  is  committed 
to  thy  trust,  avoiding  profane  and  vain  babblings,  and  oppositions  of 
science,  falsely  so  called.”  Theme:  “The  Christian  Minister’s  Sacred 
Trust.” 

12.  The  annual  collection  was  taken,  amounting  to  $10.26. 

13.  The  Committee  of  Arrangements  for  the  Next  Annual  Meeting  re¬ 
ported,  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  follows  : 

I.  That  Rev.  R.  W.  Pearson  preach  the  sermon. 

IX.  That  an  essay  be  read  by  Rev.  J.  Wheaton  Smith.  Subject:  “  Is  the  inde¬ 
pendency  of  our  churches  incompatible  with  the  highest  degree  of 
denominational  efficiency?” 

14.  The  Union  then  adjourned,  to  give  way  to  the  General  Association.
